The Annual Thank-offering meet- 
ing of the W. M. S. of St. Peter’s 
church, was held Tuesday evening, 
and a large number of ladies attend- 
ed.

port. She gave a& graphic account of 
the political unrest in India, stating 
that the agitation there was largely 
confined to a small fraction of the 
huge population of 303 millions of 
people, in an area one-third the size 
of Canada. A vivid description of the 
native life in Central India was nar- 
rated, and the customs of India so 
deeply rooted, shown to be parellel to 
the Biblical accounts. The farm un- 
der the direction of Mr. Hawtins, its 
neat brick structures, in contrast to 
the bamboo and mud tiled native 
buildings were described. The work 
of building up a Christian community 
among those whose ignorance and su- 
perstition, needed quiet, persistent, 
patient work—but carries with it the 
Christian influence, by example, 80 
greatly needed.

FARMERS SEEK 
A NEW DEAL 


A small, close-knit army of farmer 
marchers, bent on securing relief 
from evictions for tax arrears, re- 
cently moved toward Winnipeg afoot. 
They left Arborg, 90 miles away, on 
October 11th. 

One hundred strong, including far- 
mers and their sons—several as 
young as 15 years of age—the march- 
ers covered 15 miles of their trek 
before dark Wednesday night, stop- 
ping at Meleb. Next morning they re- 
sumed the walk toward the capital of 
Manitoba where they hope to seek re- 
lief through government agencies 
from evictions. 

Walking four abreast, the march- 
ers hope to recruit more followers 
en route to Winnipeg. They have no 
leader. “We are all equal,” they say.’ 

As the recruiting will make ne- 
cessary stops at each village through 
which they pass, the relief seekers 
did not expect to reach Winnipeg be-

The Dominion Government, under] Office 
the Unemployment Relief Act, will 
advance nearly $1,500,000 to the Can- 
adian Pacific Railways, without wapeane 
est, in order to keep some 8,000 shop |S 
workers employed from the middle of 
November until December 31. Details 
of the plan were contained in an or- 
der-in-council tabled in the House of 
Commons, 

In order that shop workers of the 
privately owned Canadian Pacific 
might not be called upon to suffer 
greater hardship during the Christmas 
season than those of the Canadian 
National where a large number were 
being kept at work, at least on part 
time, the government decided to take 
this action. 

The money will be advanced to the 
Canadian Pacific on the understand- 
ing that it will be paid back, without 
interest, at such time as the earnings 
of the railway permit resumption of 
dividends at the ratio of 5 per cent. 


ROAD CAMPS AGAIN OPEN 


Construction of a portion of the 
trans-Canada highway system, fre- 
pairs and renovations to the citadels 
in Quebec and in Halifax constitute 
the main. programme of the Depart- 
ment of National Defense to be under- 
taken this winter in the interests of 
the homeless unemployed. Details of 
the plan were obtained in an order-in- 
council tabled in the House of Com- 
mons. 

‘The cost of the government will 
be $300,000, and the total number of 
men used on the projects will be limit- 
ed to 2,000. They will be supplied 
with shelter, food, clothing and care 
and be paid an allowance not exceed- 
ing 20 cents per day. The work will 
cover the period from November Ist 
to March 31st.

Crop production in Ontario, owing

Ridging im the Fall 
One of the best methods of killing 

weeds is to ridge the land in the fall. 

There are men who'claim that there 

is no benefit in the way of killing 

rootstocks of sow™thistle and couch 

grass remaining in the soil after 

summer cultivation. Others regard 

ridging as supplementary to early af- 

ter-harvesting cultivation in the erad- 

ication of weeds. At the Kemptville 

Agricultural School in Ontario ridg-, 
ing is. considered an important tillage 

practice, all land ploughed early and 

subsequently top worked being drilled 

up in early fall, Another advantage’ 
of ridging is that it aids in getting on 

the land a few days earlier in the 
spring, which is a decided gain on low 
or heavy land. Some clays tend to 
run together if left in a highly culti- 
vated state all winter, but ridging up 
corrects this. 


Mice Injure Orchards 

One of the greatest hazards in the 
growing of an apple orchard is the 
danger of girdling by mice. This is es- 
pecially true in orchards under sod 
culture, although even orchards under 
clean cultivation are frequently sub- 
ject to considerable damage from this 
cause. The amount of damage caused 
by these animals varies greatly from 
year to year, depending largely upon 
their available supply of food. 

Galvanized wire screen makes the 
most effective protection. The initial 
cost is high, but as it only has to be 
placed once and will last for a large 
number of years, it will be found 
chesper in the long run. This wire 
should be cut into pieces large enough 
to circle the trunk, and leave room 
for expansion of the trunk,

Cutting Hen Rations Is Unwise Re- 
trenchment 

* Many Ontario egg distributors are 

claiming that, in spite of firmer prices 

it is impossible to obtain sufficient 

quantities of top qaulity eggs. 

While in conversation with a mem- 
ber of the Ontario Marketing Board 
staff, T. A. Benson, Federal Govern- 
ment, who is senior poultry promoter 
for Ontario, related an experience 
which might possibly be the answer 
to the Ontario situation. 

While visiting Prince Edward Isl- 
and, recently, at the time when the 
egg market wes more or less demor- 
alized, Mr. Benson attended a meet- 
ing of representative egg producers. 
One of this group advised his col- 
leagues to cut down their hens’ ra- 
tions, giving cz a reason that nothing 
was to be gained by producing eggs 
in view of prevailing depressed 
prices, This plan was acopted quite 
generally and, when a market react- 
ion set in, the egg producers found 
themselves unable to take advantage 
of the firmer prices. 

ting out the seriousness © of 
this. method of expense cutting, Mr. 
Benson said that not only is it im- 
possible to get the hens into produc- 
tion again overnight, and thus be in a 
position to take advantage of better 
prices, but cutting down the rations

MINERAL MATTER 


FOR FALL PIGS)’ 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

If. properly fed a young pig will in- 
crease its weight one hunared times 
in six months, or from about ak | 
potinds at birth, to about two hundred 
pounds at six months old. To pro- 
duce this very rapid growth all the 
necessary elements, including miner- 
als must be provided. If minerals are 
lacking in the ration, the pigs become 
unthrifty in condition, and growth is 
much slower. Spring pigs secure the 
necessary minerals largely from pas- 
tures and from eating the freshly 
rooted soil. Minerals from these 
sources are not available for fall lit-/ 
ters, which are fed. mainly in dry 
lots*and pens, and an adequate min- 
eral ration should be provided. | 

The minerals found in the ordinary 
home-grown hog feeds (oats and bar- 
ley) are not sufficient to meet the 
needs of the rapidly growing hog and 
when these elements are lacking 
growth is immediately retarded. The 
mineral dificiencies in a ration can be 
remedied, however, by feeding supple- 
mentary mineral mixtures, 

A simple mineral mixture which 
nas been used successfully for a num- 
ber of years at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Lacombe, Alberta, 
consists of 76 pounds of slack coal, 
20 pounds of salt, 3 pounds of air- 
slacked iime or ground limestone, and 
one pound of sulphur. The mixture is 
fed in boxes, or in separate compart-, 
‘ments of the se’f-feeder to which the 
pigs have free access. | 

Feeding tests conducted at La-. 
combe, indicate clearly that when 
pigs get no dairy by-products, tank- 
age, fish meal, or green feed, a min-) 
eral supplement should be fed furn- 
ishing lime and salt.
